stake, If they do, they will have done a service 
for this country even greater than the imme- 
diate service of giving it a university. This is 
why no well-wisher of this country and its 
people can help wishing well also to the men 
who have taken on themselves so enormous 4 
responsibility, always provided that the note 
struck in the original manifesto is going to 
dominate the whole project in the future. 

The meeting on the 30th November was 
primarily for the election of a committee and 
office-bearers, so that it is perhaps hardly fair 
to criticise its proceedings from any other 
point of view. Otherwise one might say that 
too much was said about the raising of the 
money needed, and too little about what seems 
to us the more important because more imme- 
diate duty, viz., the fanning, and in the large 
majority of cases the kindling, of the flame of 
public spirit throughout the country, and the 
winning of the confidence of all the public- 
spirited men that may already exist, so as to 
enlist their support. Unless this is done, it is 
hopeless to think that any number of appeals, 
or desperate and undignified expedients such 
as lotteries (which we earnestly hope will be 
tabooed), will produce a fraction of what is 
necessary. How, then, are. public confidence 
and public spirit to be aroused, maintain- 
ed, and enlarged? That is the question of 
questions for the newly-constituted committee 
and officers, Clearly this task is a far greater 
and more radical one than a vast begging- 
campaign, public subscription-lists, compli- 
ments all round, circu’ars, letters to omdehs, 
and all such familiar and time-honoured 
devices. The thing is too vast, too serious for 
this. We reiterate once more our conviction 
that the country needs educating upon the 
question of university education. Probably very 
few know even what it means, or how it differs 
from the collegiate education already supplied, 
or what practical modifications of the present 
system it will involve, or whether it is a 
necessity or a pleasant luxury. The manifesto 
shows that at least some of the leaders have 
a grasp of the above questions in principle, 
but it is very possible that even they require 
much further study of practical, all-important 
details. We repeat that study is what is 
first needed; study and the meansof con- 
tinuously, effectively, and rapidly communi- 
cating the results of that study throughout 
the country. The Universities of all the chief 
countries of the world, and more particularly 
India, should be studied and the applicability 
of their systems to Egypt carefully reported 
upon. Their various solutions of the religious 
problem should be noted. Information about 
their relation to technical and professional 
education, their solution of the residential

A FIERCE DISCUSSION. 


One of the most interesting features in the 
Native Press of the week is the interview 
granted by Saad Pasha Zaghloul to a corres- 
p0ident of “Al Ah-am.” In view of the vio'ent 
criticisme which have long been directed 
against the Ministry of Eiacation,Saad Pasha’s 
views dessrve fall quotation :— 

"I have visited three kattabs, four primary 
schools, all the secondary schools, and cortain 
special schools, such as tha Nasrieh girls’ 
training college, the fikis’ school at Abd el Aziz, 
the Sanieh and Abbas girls’ schools, the 
School of Agricaltare, and the Polytechnic. I 
noted with p'easure the progress realised by 
all these echools,and mentioned it in my speech 
delivered on the occssion of the granting of 
sabventions to fikie, and since published by 
the Press. I fiad the organisation to be perfect 
and the methods of instraction easily followed 
and anderatood by the pupils. I cannot deny 
that the pupils are making obvious progress. It 
is trae, as you say, that the Press criticises 
the schools and their methods, bat I am 
atestly astonished at the sort of criticism 
that is indulged in by persons who have 
never taken the trouble to visit the schools to 
learo by ocalar demonstration the enormous 
difference between their present and their 
former condition. The head masters and pro- 
fessors do their utmost for the euscess of their 
miesion ; thatisa ‘fait établi,” and I greatly 
regret that the pabtic does not appreciate their 
work and thsir merits. As for the lscare in 
inatrastion to which you allade, these msy be 
derived from oertain imperfections in the 
programmes. I have not yet had the time to 
examine them minutely with the object of 
learning whether they are complete or not, and 
so cannot make any pronouncement ou the 
subject for the moment. 

“To sum ap, the general condition of affsira 
is floarishiog and the schools are making 
great strides on the path of progress...... I 
shall be delighted it those who are interested 
in education in this country, members of the 
Press,and all who criticise instraction here and 
its methods, those whose criticiem is based 
upon the necessary experience and knowledge, 
would be good enough to visit the Gevernment 
schools so that their critiques, if they have 
any to make, may rest upon s solid basis. I 
shall be very willing to take into serious con- 
sideration all such c-iticism based upon per- 
sonal observation...... 

“IT have remarked the small nomber of 
popils at the School of Agricaltare and the 
girls’ school. A third of the pupils at the 
former institation are Earopeans, while ours 
is essentially an agricultaral country and ite 
people oaght to attach much more importance 
to agricultara than they do. The reason of 
tiic, I hear, is the desire of the stadents to 
form part of the peraonnel of the Government, 
which cannot content them all.” 

The Minister concladed by saying that he 
would do his best for the study of agricultare. 

Some of our contemporaries were inclined 
to hint that Saad Pasha had intended to 
curse the Ministry. He bas obviously remain- 
1 to bless, 

Saad Pasha Zaghlonl visited the technical 
school at Boulac on Sanday in the company of 
Mr. Danlop, and was present at the distriba- 
tion of prizas, at the close of which his Excel- 
lency made the tollowing speech :— 

“You bave completed your studies, and your 
success deserves the prizes you have received. 
I congratalate you all, and hope that your 
condact and your industry wi | serve as a model 
in the fatare to your echool-fellows. You mast 
remember that these are not the last of your 
rewards. Another and a greater reward awaita 
you, provided you go in search of it. I refer to 
the benefits you will receive from your country- 
men if yoo win their confidence. You will 
attain thie end if you keep always before you 
the improvement of your work and the perfec- 
tion of your methods. Follow this end, and yoa 
will attain this great reward.” 

Yesterday, Saad Pasha inspected the Khedi- 
vial Law School accompanied by MM. Lambert 
and Archibald, and expressed hie great satis- 
faction with all he saw. His Excellency visited 
the classes of the English and French sections 
and asked the students several questions. He 
also inspected the library, finally leaving at 
10.80 s8.m. 

Sasd Pasha came down to Alexandria yester- 
day from Cairo. His Excellency visited the Res 
el Tin school this morning, and will probsbly 
visit some other achool in the afternoon. 


Another amaeing storm in a teacup is now 
raging. The combatants are Mustapha Pasha 
Kamel and Dr. Nimr, and the sabjeot of their 
dispate is Mr. Rvbertaon, M.P. Mustapha 
Pasha Kamel has telegraphed to “Al Lewa’’ 
from Paris etating that Mr. Roberteon has 
written to the “Times” to contradict the 
remarks ascribed to him by Dr. Nimrio “Al 
Mokattam.” The latter paper is very angry 
and calls the Pasha a “haggas” (scoundrel). 
The rejoinder to the Pa:ha’s telegram runs as 
follows :— 

That “haggas” (Kamel) who showed when in 
Cairo that he does not mind the publication of 
“Al Mokattam,” now clearly shows that that 
new:paper’s statements have had a very dam- 
aging cffect on his mind. As soon as he arrived 
in Paris he sent a wire to his paper announcing 
that Mr. Robertson bad contradicted what 
we had eaid about him in “Al Mokattam.” 
Bot the “haggas” seems to have forgot- 
ten that “Al Mokattam” had imputed 
to Mr. Robertson many things which he can 


that paper nombered 5862. If the praten- 
sions of “Al Lewa” are correct, and Mr. Ro- 
bertson has contradicted “Al Mokattam’s” 
statements, this is tantamont on the part of 
“Al Lewa” that Mr. Robertson confesses he 
is a toolinthe bands of Kamel. “Al Mo- 
kattam” is waiting for the “Timea” to arrive 
in order to stady Mr. Robertson’s letter, and 
then it will give*an opinion on the matter. 

The following is the text of an article that 
appeared recently in “The ‘limes,” which 
will supply the key to the above-mentioned 
controversy :— 

Dr. Faris Nimr, editor of “El Mokattam,”bar 
published an interesting series of articles on 
the attitade of the British political parties and 
Press towards Egyptian questions, as noted by 
him during a visit to Bogland in the automn 
of thie year. The last of these articles contains 
an account of a conversation between Dr. Nimr 
and Mr. John Robertson, M.P., as to the ru- 
moured visit of the latter to Egypt at the head 
of a group of Radical members. Mr. Robertson, 
after begging Dr. Nimr to deny the story in 
the most ucqasalified terms, expressed his hope 
that the Egyptian public would understand the 
Radical members of Parlisment considered it 
necessary to keep a careful watch over the 
policy and administration of the agents of the 
British Empire in India and in Egypt in order 
to assure themselves that their methods and 
aims conformed with British ideas and stan- 
dards. Their 0's object was to raise the moral 
and material condition of the peoples of those 
countrie?. They did not aim at bringing about 
any changes in England’s position as regards 
Egypt, they recognized the remarkable services 
dered to that country by Lord Cromer, and 
would never abandon Egypt to the Tarks 
Or to itself. Mr. Robertson added that he was 
now convinced that Mustepha Pasha Kamel’s 
policy was pro-Torkish rather than pro-Egyp- 
tian. 

After the optimistic messages sent from 
London by Mastapha Pasha Kamel to “El 
Lewa” and other organs of the Opposition, it 
bas come as an unpleasant surprise to the 
Egyptian Nationalist extremists to discover 
that Lord Cromer’s position is onshaken and 
that the tirades of Mr. Wilfred Blant do not 
express the sentiments of the majority of the 
nation. The fact is that the Oriental, however 
gifted, seldom understands the real natare of 
party government and almost always attaches 
an exaggerated importance to the oriticisms 
which from time to time assail the principal 
agents of a democratic Empire. 

Many Egyptian Nationalists doubtless look- 
ed apon recent Parliamentary attacks on details 
of British policy and administration in Bgypt 
as manifestations of the distrust of an im- 
portant, perhaps of the most important, sec- 
tion of the British people. Identifying the 
criticisms of a Parliamentary. democracy with 
the manifestations of the displeasare cf an 
absolate Monarch, they imagined Lord Cromer 
to be in much the same position as an Oriental 
Vali whose great ability and ivflaence had 
began to arouse the suspicion or the jealousy 
ofaSaltan or of infiaential members of his 
entourage 

In the meantime Mustapha Kamel affects 


organ of “anti-patriots” and ‘iraders,” bat, 
in ppiteof the active support of the Court 
party, his reputation must eoffer smong the 
members of his party from Dr. Nimr’s disclo- 
aures,

THE “TIMES” AND RUSSIA. 


The following article is contributed by Mr. 
Robertson, M.P , to the current 1s*ne of “Tbe 
‘Twentieth Centory Quarterly.” Mr. Robertson 
has identified himse!f eo closely with Egyptian 
matters in the Houss of Commons that bis 
opinions ehould be read wish interest. 

i. 

Postponed problems have a way of growing 
graver; and one of the many postponed 
problems of British statemanship is that of 
the ultimate relation of Egypt to the Ewrire. 
{t is not dispoted that whan oar decisive 
intervention began in 1&82, no one foresaw to 
what it was to lead; and it seems likely that 
hed the foresight been possible, the actoal 
relactance of our statesmen to intervene as they 
did would bave been raised to the force cf a 
resolate refoasl. To say thi: may !ook like 
ignoring the general eatisfaction now felt in 
England over the resolts achieved. Bat that 
really cannot be ignored. So common, indeed, 
is complacency’on that score, that Lord Milner 
in his recent defence of bis South African 
policy pointed to the evolution in Egypt as 
going far to discount all oriticiem of the lise 
of action taken in South Africa, as regards, 
that is, the employment of the force of the 
Empire in the interests of capitalists. In Ezypt, 
he reminded his auditors, the original act of 
decisive intervention had been denounced as 
a placing of the nation’s forces at the serwice 
of Earopean bondholders, very much as the 
imposition of Chinese labour on the Transvaal 
bas been denonnced in recent years. And the 
inference drawn was that, .whereas the inter- 
vention in Egypt had turned out very well for 
the Egyptians, no less than for the bondholders, 
the courses taken in the Transvaal might be 
expected similarly to yield the beat results. It 
is well worth while to keep in view this arga- 
ment in considering the problem of Egypt on 
its merits. 

On the face of the case, British supervision in 
Egypt has been a great success, as success.in 
such matters is commonly anderstood. That 
is to say, the finances of Egypt bave been 
placed on « footing of security and order 
which in the last years of Ismail’s misrale 
may well hsve seemed past hoping for. The 
woree than Turkish methods of extorting 
taxes practised"by Ismail have been from the 
firat dispensed with ; the budget is as soandly 
regulated as any in the world; and the people, 
ander an equable fiscal system, have reached 
a prosperit¥ which in Ismail’s day seemed 
irrecoverable. So far as most of ag can tell, 
the ordinary operation of law suffers only 
from the evils inherent in the anomalous 
system of cousalar courts; and the social 
peace of the couatry is well maintained. 

Yet, from the responsible British Poffisials 
themselves, there come latterly the gravest 
asgorance3 of ground for disquiet ; and there 
is no lack of non-official confirmation. There ie 
something equivocal, to be sare, about the offi- 
cial testimonies. In connexion with the la- 
mentable episode at Denishwai, we were as- 
sored at the outeet that there was on foot 
a “fanatical movement” so serious as either 
to make any fall discussion of the trials in 
he House of Commons highly undesirable, 
or to constitute a special reason for due delay 
in criticism—it was not clear which wes the 
meaning to be conveyed. Allthe while, how- 
ever, the majority of the heads of depart- 
ments, including Lord Cromer, were absent 
from Egypt on leave,apparently in the ordinary 
course of vacation. Finally, the statement as 
to “fanaticism” has been formally withdrawn 
by Sir Edward Grey, apparently as a resalt of 
the indignant protests against it in the 
Egyptian press. We are led to understand, 
however, that a feeling amounting to “disaffeo- 
tion” is nevertheless common. The offisial dea- 
patches on the Doishwai affair set it down, 
in the immemorial official fashion, to the work 
of “anscropulons agitators,” who are credited 
with creating the atmosphere which made 
possible tha original attack on the British 
officere. In saw, Lord Cromer insists that the 
restaring of the army of occupation to its 
former strength was the least that could be 
done with safety ; and that the entire situation 
is to be understood in the light of the now 
celebrated anonymous letter published by him, 
proclaiming the onchangeable disposition of 
the Egyptian people in the mass to support 
the Sultan, as Head of the Faith, in any 
conflict between him anda Baropean power. 

For the porpoees of oar inqairy,the genaine- 
nese of that letter need not be discussed. It 
is odd that each a statement as it makes 
should have to be so established; and Lord 
Cromer’s course in pablishing it would seem to 
be a rather ob!'que way of accepting a propo- 
sition which he has been sometimes accused of 
disregarding. Sach a method is, however, 
intelligible in view of the fact that the main 
significance of the letter is as a warning against 
the danger, not of watchful sapervision of 
Ezyptian afiaire in Parliament, but of any 
confi ct between Britain and Turkey. Such a 
warning was expressly offered by Mr. Wilfrid 
Blant while the Tabah dispute was unsettled ; 
and no responsible offivial seems then to have 
admitted {that there was anything io the arga- 
ment. Now that Lord Cromer in eff.ct 
endorses it, its foree may be better recogniz d 
Bot it is important that its real bearing should 
be anderstood. As a plea for pradence in 
regard to Turkey, the Pan-Islamic argament 
has obvious force. As a jastification tor violent

Wa have the 
express assurance of Lord Milner, concerning 
the people of Egypt, that, ‘as long ag they 
are not grossly abased, as loig as the great 
daty of government in the matter of water is 
not too scandalously neglectod, theré~is no 
fear of widespread public discontent.” Is it 
in the power, then, of “agitators” to transform 
the character of a race in a dozen years! 

Secondly, the whole political history of the 
world should serve to prove the vanity of 
demanding gratitude at the hands of any race 
towardsa race which rales it. British politi- 
cians have lately been forced some way towards 
acknowledging that in matters of sectarian 
difference it is idle,to demonstrate to any 
sect that they ought to be satisfied with a 
given treatment of their oluima of conscience. 
lt is time that we shonld begin to apply the 
same principle to the relations of peoples. La 
the days before the recovery of Italian Iude- 
pendence, the people of Italy were «often told, 
by othera than Aastrians, that they ought to 
be grateful to Austria for the trouble she took 
to make them happy, andthe pains she ws 
atto save them from themselves and from 
other nations. With Italians, however, the 
demonstration never succeeded. It is probable 
that when Edward I. imposed his rale on 
Scotland he was entitled to Scottish gratitude 
on various counts, Some Scots, indeed, felt 
it, and paid him fealty in consequence. Bat 
the more vigorous spirits did not and woald 
not:and forevery groand of gratitude that 
could be arged on them, they found at least 
one ground for hate. So, looking to the history 
of Poland before the partition, wa may, if we 
please, argae that the Poles ought to have 
been gratefal to Russia for saving them from 
the anarchy of their own vicions political 
system. Bat the Po'es in general have never 
been for a moment persuaded to that effect ; 
and, taking a whole era of history for testing 
purposes, we are shat op to the conclasion 
that no people that needs convincing of tuch 
indebteduess will ever be convineed. Sines, 
then, it is the business of statesmen to deal 
with nations as they are and not as they ought 
to be, it would seem the plain coarce of political 
common +618e to recogniz3 that if the 
Egyptians or the Hindoos are not properly 
gratefal to Britain for what she has done for 
them, they will never be lectured into the 
proper frame of mind. Some even say that 
Britain owes some gratitude to India and 
Egypt as sources ofa maltitade of British 
incomes ;andthat thesie, in tarn, makes no 
British converts. 

Strictly speaking, gratitude is not absent in 
either of the other cases. Many Hiodoos re- 
cognize that Britich role is better, not only 
than what would probably ensue if it were 
suddenly withdrawn, bat than what might 
conceivably be subsisting now if it bad not 
beea set op. And a namber of Egyptians 
probably go as far. Bat when this acknowledg- 
ment is made a ground for charging either 
ingratitade or unreason®bleness upon dis- 
contented Hindoos or Egyptians, there takes 


habitaally ignored—the trath, namely, that 
where one race or polity dominates another, 
whatever goes ill is sare to be agroand for 
special disoontent on the part of the raled 
towards the ralere. Englishmen often indig- 
nantly protest against being saddled with the 
responeibility for Irish poverty and lodian 
famine. Ireland, they are sare, would be poor 
and India famine--tricken ander any rule. But 
what would they have? Are not they in com- 
mand ! Can they rationally expeot to meet with 
nothing but polite acknowledgment of their 
good intentions in evil times | Do they so treat 
their political opponents at home ? Cannot they 
master the elementary law that /es maitres ont 
toujours tort?
